What works? 


While rereading the report on the 
CMC Four-Stroke National at Carls- 
bad (Cycle News, January 9), I felt 
compelled to write a short letter of 
clarification. Contrary to what Carl 
Brown of Pro-Tec indicated, Ron 
Lechien's Honda was not a “works 
bike.” 

There was nothing on that motor- 
cycle that couldn’t be duplicated by 
anyone with the desire to do so. The 
frame is from C&J, with a White 
Power shock and an ATK system. 
The front forks are from Showa, but 
you can buya damper rod and spring 
kit that fits into 84-85 CR fork legs 
and retails for about $300. The exact 
engine used in Lechien's bike is avail- 
able for sale at $2300 per copy: con- 
tact Keith Reeves, Honda Racing 
Support Coordinator and order up 
(hurry — only 40 were produced, and 
most have been purchased). 

The fuel tank is from a Yamaha, 
and the side panels are “works” — 
but I don’t think they made the bike 
go any faster. A disc brake replaced 
the stock drum; such a swap is com- 
mon, and plenty of off-the-shelf parts 
are available. 

It sounds like sour grapes to me. 
Mr. Brown should be commended for 
supporting four-stroke racing, but 
should not cry foul for simply losing 
a race. Ron Lechien won that race — 
not the motorcycle. Money doesn’t 
buy victories; racers earn them.

Enduro riders 


The Cowbell Enduro has been can- 
celled due to alleged soil erosion ` 
problems at Lake Pillsbury, Califor- 
nia, after 10 years of favorable envir- 
onmental impact reports by the Forest 
Service. The Hayward Motorcycle 
Club has had to put up with harass- 
ment from the Forest Service, but still 
managed to put the event on year 
after year. 

Nowis the time forall enduro riders 
to return the favor for their years of 
hard work. The Forest Service last 
year spent over $160,000 of our green 
sticker money on the improvements 
to the Sunset Point and Poge Point 
campgrounds, yet the Forest Service 
has gone out of their way to see that 
this event was cancelled. The Forest 
Service wants the Hayward Motorcy- 
cle Club to hold the Cowbell at the 
Middle Creek area by Clear Lake, an 
area that already sponsors an enduro. 
They're making the first movement 
towards eventual closure of Lake 
Pillsbury to all motorcycle riders. 
The ridiculous thing about this is 
that the trails the Hayward Motorcy- 
cle Club uses for the Cowbell are in 
excellent condition before and after 
the event, while the Forest Service 
maintained trails are in terrible con- 
dition. The Hayward Motorcycle Club 
have offered time and again to main- 
tain all trails in the Lake Pillsbury 
area, yet the Forest Service has refused 
them.

Manx rain boots 


Manx boots are injection-mold- 
ed PVC with lug soles, four 
layers of insulation and a syn- 
thetic fleece lining. The boots, 
say their importers, ensure that you'll 
never have cold or wet feet again, and 
they may have something there. 

The pair we tried definitely are the 
best rain boots we’ve used. Being 
injection-molded, the boots are seam- 
less and can’t leak. They reach high 
enough up the leg that there’s no 
problem with rainsuit legs creeping 
up over the top and admitting rain. 

Best of all, these boots are not 
cheap or flimsy or poorly-made. 
They’re hefty, oil and gasoline resis- 
tant, feel thick and warm, come with 
steel toes and instep reinforcing, and 
have a heavy-duty sole and heel. 
They also look presentable because 
they’re molded with a leather-look 
surface complete with stitching. They 
retail for $42.50 and are available in 
full sizes seven through 12. 

Manx boots are made by Zivanit 
Kibbutz Ein Zivan in Golan Heights, 
Israel and imported by IBCO Interna- 
tional, 5446 Oceanus Dr., Huntington 
Beach, CA 92649, 714/895-1243. 
They’re available through motorcycle 
dealers, who can get them from IBCO, 


Carter Engine Knock Eliminator 


Everybody has to get their race- 
bikes to the track somehow, 
and if your transport vehicle is 
old enough to be designed for 


fuel with more than 88 octane, you’ve 
either got to put up with pinging or 
else pay for expensive tankfuls of 
“premium” gasoline. Which is where 
the Carter Engine Knock Eliminator 
comes in. It isan electronic device that 
retrofits to stock breaker-point or 
electronic ignitions and retards the 
ignition up to 15° when knock is de- 
tected.

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series: Round 1 


Parker tops 
Pearson in 
Houston TT duel

HOUSTON, TX, FEB. 8 


Scott Parker, in a no-mistakes ride, passed 
race leader Scott Pearson on the 20th of 25 
laps and then held off Pearson’s repeated 
challenges for the lead to win the Houston TT 


National. Steve Eklund, playing 
a waiting role in third for most 
of the race, found he waited too 
long and had to be content with 
third place money at the finish. For 
Harley-Davidson’s Parker, the win 
marked his first in a TT National. 

The running of the National was 
marred by an accident on the first lap 
of the first restart which sent Camel 
Pro Series Champion and defending 
race winner Ricky Graham to the 
hospital with battered ribs, a broken 
thumb, a slight concussion and a 
compressed vertebra. Graham had 
also been the cause of an accident 
which brought out the red flag on the 
initial start. 
Time trials 

Goss, sporting his new Honda and 
the leathers of Freddie Spencer Rac- 
ing, tripped the timing clocks at 
28.059 seconds to lead all qualifiers. 
Jimmy Filice, on the Happy Trails 
Racing Honda, clocked a 28.196 lap 
for second with Honda’s Bubba Sho- 
bert and Ricky Graham plus Steve 
Monger rounding out the top five. 





Mike Farley, at 29.273, was the 48th 
and final qualifier for the program. 


Heats 

Randy Goss was the crowd favorite 
in the first of the four heats which 
transfer the top three finishers to the 
National. His visions of a place in the 
National came to an abrupt end ina 
turn one crash. Goss was up quickly 
and frantic work was done on his 
bike, but in the end he had to watch 
Ronnie Jones, ina start-to-finish ride 
out front, take the win on his GF 
Racing Honda. Rookie Expert Chris 
Carr put his Ron Wood Racing Wood- 
Rotax in contention early, but 
couldn't find room for a pass around 
Jones and finished second. Keith Day, 
on the Don's Plumbing Honda, was 
a steady third throughout. 

Pearson moved his Circle Bell- 
sponsored Honda out front on the 
start of heat two and was never headed. 
Eklund, a three-time TT National 
winner at Houston, kept his Ron 
Wood Racing Wood-Rotax close for 
the entire 10 laps of the heat, but 
Pearson kept the upper hand. Alex 
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Chris Carr (4Y) gets the jump on a false start over Steve Eklund (behind 


Carr), Ricky Graham, Scott Pearson and Alex Jorgensen (44) in the main. 





Jorgensen rode to a lonely third place 
finish on his Pioneer Truck Lines 
Wood-Rotax while a five-rider battle 
raged behind, eventually being topped 
by Filice. 

The third heat saw a good battle 
between Shobert and Terry Poovey, 
on the Gardner Racing Honda. The 
fight for the win went right to the 
flag, but Shobert was in command 
the entire time. Charlie Orr and Rich 
Arnaiz had a hot duel for third and 
ended up crashing together on lap 
three with both going down and 
Parker scooting through. Parker fin- 
ished a distant third behind Shobert 
and Poovey. 


Mickey Fay put his Burien Honda 
into the lead on the start of heat four 
with Graham and Scott Adams close 
behind. On lap four, Graham put his 
front wheel inside of Fay’s as the two 
entered the infield and inched ahead 
as they flew over the jump. Fay stayed 
close for two laps until Graham began 
to move away. Adams and his A.B.A. 
Recovery Harley-Davidson watched 
the action from a safe third behind 
Fay. 

Semis 

Mike Sullivan’s run out front in the 
first semi lasted three laps. Heading 
into the infield on lap four, Doug 
Chandler, on the Freddie Spencer 
Racing Honda nipped by with Sulli- 
van going wide and Ted Boody slip- 
ping by also. Only one rider would 
transfer from each of the two semis 
and in this race that was Chandler. 
Boody chased Chandler in vain while 
in turn being stalked by Jay Spring- 


steen. The positions remained the. 


same to the flag. 

The racing got more spirited in 
semi two with Belleville Honda’s 
Tim Mertens and Randy Green, on 
the Bel-Ray Honda, dicing for the 
lead a good deal of the time. Green 
held the upper hand through the first 
six laps-with Mertens taking over the 
lead entering the infield on lap seven. 
Green waited until near the end of 
the final lap before making his move. 
Green almost got the drive he needed 
exiting the infield, but then appar- 
ently missed a shift causing him to 
lose second to Dan Bennett. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Boody held the lead in the LCQ for 
three laps until he ran off the track 
entering the infield and dropped to 
last by the time he got back on the 
track. Green quickly grabbed the lead, 
only to lose it to Springsteen. Green 
grabbed it back with less than two 
laps to go and held off Springsteen 
for the win and the final spot in the 
National. 
Junior National Championship 

Winkie Freitas wasted little time in 
building a commanding lead in the 
12-lap Junior National on his Blend- 
zall-backed Wood-Rotax. He left the 
starting line like he was shot from a 





cannon and never looked back, lap- 
ping a slower rider near the end of the 
race. 

Honda rider Keith Gregoire and 
Can-Am rider Randy Roose battled 
throughout the race for second with 
the nod going to Gregoire. 


National 

A good deal of walking and inspect- 
ing the track went on prior to the 
National especially by Parker and 
tuners Al Stangler and Tex Peel. 

“It's a crap shoot here at Hous- 
ton,” said Peel. “You have to know 
the odds and how to play them. We 
spent about 20 minutes looking at 
the track and feel the key will be rid- 
ing the low line in turns one and two. 
Even though Scott doesn’t really like 
to ride there, that's what he’s going to 
do unless he gets a signal to move 
up. 

Pearson, always a good starter, was 
the first rider away from the 6-6-3 
grid and led the pack into the infield. 
Heading for the tight right-hander 
after the jump, Graham slid down 
with Shobert, Fay and Poovey also 
involved. The red flag came out to 
stop the race. Frantic work on both 
Shobert’s and Graham’s bikes ensued 
with everyone making the restart. 

Pearson again led the field into the 
infield and this time Graham got 
tapped going over the jump and 
crashed hard, resulting in an ambu- 
lance ride to the hospital. 

“TIl see if I can make it three good 
starts in a row,” said Pearson as hesat 
on the starting line waiting. Pearson 
was good to his word and had Sho- 
bert, Eklund, Jones, Carr (the only 
rookie in the field), Fay, Chandler, 
Parker and the rest following. 

The race quickly settled into a 
three-rider battle among Pearson, 
Shobert and Eklund with the three 
swapping the lead at various points 
on the track although Pearson was 
holding the lead where it counted. 
Parker, cutting through traffic, moved 
into fourth on lap six and then made 
the battle for the front spot into a four 
contender one. Jones then joined the 
fray to make it five in the lead pack. 

The five continued their wheel-to- 
wheel duel through lap nine when 
Jones slipped back a bit and Parker 
also lost contact after clipping the 
haybales at the start/finish line after 
a move exiting the infield sent him 
on a wider line than planned. 

“I didn’t let the problem of hitting 
the bales bother me,” Parker said 
later. “I knew if I kept up my rhythm 
and stuck to my strategy that I could 
catch back up.” 

While Shobert and Eklund were 
banging on each other for second, 
Parker was moving quickly back into 
a challenging position. Pearson, rid- 
ing smoothly out front, was well 
aware of what was going on behind 
him. 

“The closer they got, the louder the

noise behind me was,” said Pearson. 
“T always knew they were right there 
just waiting for me to make a mistake.” 

Right after the halfway flags, both 
Pearson and Parker gota break. Parker 
was running second after dropping 
first Eklund and then Shobert back 
one position each. Shobert, in an 
effort to get around Parker, charged 
off the jump and headed into the 
tight right-hander with too much 
speed. The result was that herammed 
into Parker. Shobert went down, 
Parker went wide to regain control 
and Pearson opened up some breath- 
ing room. Shobert resumed his race 
well in the back of the pack. On Sho- 
bert’s accident, Eklund moved back 
to third with Jones fourth ahead of a 
Chandler/Fay duel for fifth with Carr 
leading a seven-rider column. 

Pearson’s outside line up in the 
cushion at the top of the track began 
to lose him ground as Parker began 
to gobble up ground with the laps 
winding down. Eklund was also on 
the move, but his strategy of waiting 
until the late laps of the race when he 
hoped the others would be tired back- 
fired because he got tired himself and 
couldn’t mount the challenge he 
wanted, 

On lap 20, Parker moved into the 
lead off turn two, held off Pearson as 
he entered the infield and by the time 
he reached the start/finish line had 
picked up about five bikelengths. 
Pearson tried in vain to find an open- 
ing to regain the lead, but after nearly 
hitting Parker éntering the infield on 
the next two laps he backed off to try 
another tactic which proved just as 
frustrating. 

Parker took the checkered flag 
standing up on his footpegs and wav- 
ing both arms in the air in jubilation. 
Parker slowed in his victory celebra- 
tion and both Pearson and Eklund 
were very close at the line. Parker 
continued around the track hollering 
and waving as the crowd acknowl- 
edged his victory. He continued the 
show for another lap, this time with 
the checkered flag. 

“Persistence, that's what won the 
race,” said Parker. “Al and Tex told 
me what to do and even though I 
wanted to move up top a couple of 
times I stayed low and that's what 
won. I’m sorry Bubba crashed, but 
that’s racing luck. I almost went 
down when he hit me. Hey, this is my 
first TT National win and I'm lead- 
ing the point standings as well, what 
more can you ask for to start the sea- 
son?” e

Goss steady for 
Houston ST win

Randy Goss put in a solid, business-like 25- 

lap performance in the Houston Short Track 

National to earn his 15th career National 
10 victory and his second in as many years on

the man-made oval inside the 
Astrodome. Goss’ style and 
determination in winning sig- 
naled that the two-time Camel 
Pro Series Champion isn’t letting still- 
healing broken bones in his lower 
left leg hinder his reputation as one 
of the toughest and most consistent 
riders on the circuit. Goss’ win also 
gave Team Goss/(Doug) Chandler, 
backed by Freddie Spencer Racing 
and SuperTrapp, a big boost in their 
debut as a team and Goss’ debut ona 
Honda after five seasons as a Harley- 
Davidson factory team member. 

Goss’ win didn't come easy, and it 
was Alex Jorgensen who felt his sting 
the most after Jorgensen led to the 
halfway flags before Goss took over 
and left Jorgy to follow him to the 
checkered flag. Third went to Terry 
Poovey over Steve Eklund, after the 
two battled for position nearly the 
entire race. Tim Mertens rounded out 
the top five. 

The race was also notable for those 
riders who didn't make the National, 
especially Ricky Graham and Jay 
Springsteen. Graham was ina Hous- 
ton hospital resting from a hard 
crash in Friday’s TT National, while 
Springsteen came up one position 
short in every race he rode and had to 
watch the National, as he did on Fri- 
day night, from the pits. 

Harley-Davidson’s Scott Parker, via 
his TT National win and a seventh in 
this National, left Houston with 28 
Camel Pro Series points and the lead 
in the standings — a first-ever for 
Parker, who has never led the stand- 
ings. Consistent showings by Scott 


Pearson saw him come away in second” 


with 25 points while Eklund and 
Jorgensen are tied at 24. Goss rounds 
out the top five with 20 points. 


Time Trials 

Pearson, aboard his Circle Bell 
Honda, topped time trials with a 
14.798 second one-lap run. Pete 
Hames took his Gardner Racing/ 


. Roger Griswold-sponsored Harley- 


Davidson to second fast time over the 
Ron Wood Racing Wood-Rotax of 
Eklund, with Jorgensen turning in 
fourth fast time on his Pioneer Truck 
Lines Wood-Rotax. Gardner Racing's 


Poovey was fifth on his Harley. Dan . 





Ingram was the 60th and final quali- 
fier for the program at 15.487. 


Heats 

The six 10-rider, 10-lap heats saw 
quite a bit of action for the two 
transfers to the National out of each. 
Honda's Bubba Shobert played follow- 
the-leader behind Pearson in heat 
one; on lap seven Pearson bobbled 
momentarily and Shobert was im- 
mediately by. Pearson quickly 
returned the favor and won over Sho- 
bert. Randy Green and Garth Brow 
were only bikelengths short of Sho- 
bert at the flag. 

Heat two provided the controversy 
of the evening. Lance Jones quickly 
established himself in the lead on his 
Sure-Fire Harley, and was on his way 
to the fastest heatof the night and the 
pole choice in the National, leaving 
‘Ted Boody and Chris Carr to puton a 
crowd-pleasing show in their battle 
for second. After repeated position 
swapping, in which rookie Carr gave 
veteran Boody no quarter, the race 
boiled down toa last-lap fight. Round- 
ing turn four and heading to the fin- 
ish, it appeared Carr had the edge on 
the outside line while Boody made 
his move down low. The two collided 
coming off the turn and Carr crashed. 
Boody finished second behind Jones 
while Hames was third after Carr’s 
fall. Boody was subsequently disqual- 
ified for rough riding and causing 
the accident. Hames was awarded 
second and a spot in the National. 

“Can you believe it?” said Boody 
when informed of his disqualification. 
“We don’t agree with the decision at 
all,” said Norm McDonald, Boody’s 
father-in-law and one of his main 
sponsors. A discussion with Bill Boyce 
didn’t change anything. 

Eklund didn’t waste much time in 
his bid for the win in heat three, but 
had plenty of company from Rich 
King, Ronnie Jones, Parker and 
Springsteen early on. Eklund finally 
broke away while Parker and Spring- 
steen methodically worked their way 
to second and third with King crash- 
ing out of his battle with Jones late in 
the race. Eklund was the easy winner 
while Parker held off Springsteen 
and earned second and a spot in the 
National. 

Hank Scott, Goss and Peter, Hook 








An in-depth article took a look at rear 
suspension travel for off-road motor- 
cycles, and described a radical canti- 
lever-mount rear shock/spring assem- 
bly. The conversion increased rear 
travel of a stock 380 CZ to a whop- 
ping 4.5 inches, and cost about $220. 


The Speedway Motorcyles League 
finalized the sale of two speedway 
team franchises at $100,000 each, to 
owners/promoters in Seattle and in 
the San Fernando Valley (CA). Speed- 
way team racing was expected to be- 
come big business within the next 
two years. 


Frank Newbury of Buena Park Honda 
matched his team of Honda-mounted 
riders against the horsemanship of 
riders from the Hidden Hills Stables. 
The horse vs. bike showdown fea- 
tured eight events of rodeo-style com- 
petition. In the end, the score was 
horse 28, bikers 12. A rematch was 
scheduled for February 23. 


Bob Hetrick and Mark Cherry fought 
toa 1-2 finish at the season opener of 
the Florida Winter Speedway Series. 
Eddie Cole powered his Bultaco to 
two straight wins at the BCA-sanc- 
tioned motocross races at Indian 
Dunes, making his first west coast 
appearance in quite some time. 


Jon Woo took a break from the rigors 
of AMA District 36 motocross action, 
and worked his way from the middle 
of the pack to take the win at the 
Chico scrambles. 


Dan McWhorter took a runaway first 
place at Elsinore TT scrambles, rid- 
inga radical Montesa with disc brakes 
and a Trackmaster frame. 


Bernie Schreiber missed first place by 
an eyelash to winner Marland Wha- 
ley at the ATA trials in Poway, Cali- 
fornia. Though the scores were tied 
at the finish, Whaley nicked first 
place by having six ‘‘ones’’ to Schrei- 
ber's five “ones.” 


An impression test of the 250cc Maico 
Enduro graced Cycle News’ center- 
spread, coming to the conclusion 
that “the Maico has plenty of power, 
and an uncanny ability to put it on 
the ground. All in all, a functional 
design, that, with better detailing, 
would rank among the best of the 
enduro mounts.”

were going at it early in heat four as 
Jorgensen was making the outside 
line up in the cushion work to his 
benefit. From a seventh-place start, 
Jorgensen was fourth by halfway 
behind leader Goss, Scott and Hook. 
Two laps later Jorgensen was hound- 
ing leader Goss while Scott held off 
Hook until Hook slid down and out 
of contention. Midway through lap 
eight, Jorgensen took the lead from 
Goss and held it to the finish. 

The fifth heat was uninspired with 
Poovey immediately gaining an advan- 
tage on the start and Jimmy Filice 
taking advantage of a duel by Keith 
Day, Sammy Sweet and Mickey Fay 
to open a safe cushion in second. 
Winner Poovey led Filice to the 
finish. 

Heat six saw the race go right to the 
finish. Jon Cornwell, on the Deeley 
Harley-Davidson, took the lead on 
the start, but was immediately chal- 
lenged by Fran Brown. On lap four, 
Brown took the pointand Rich Arnaiz 
bumped Cornwell to third. The sixth 
lap saw Cornwell and Arnaiz bump 
coming off turn four — much in the 
same fashion of the Boody/Carr heat 
two problem — with Arnaiz going 
down. However, AMA officials 
deemed the accident was not inten- 
tional. Cornwell pressured Brown on 
lap eight and nine as Brown took his 
Stevens Racing Can-Am up high 
with Cornwell low. Brown came down 
to the low line on the final lap to win 
over Cornwell. 


Semis 
Don Estep became the only rookie 








Expert in the 15-rider field for the 
National with a flag-to-flag win in 
the first semi over a constantly chal- 
lenging Springsteen. Estep rode a no- 
mistakes race on his Steel Masters- 
sponsored Wood-Rotax, frustrating 
Springsteen, who kept the pressure 
on throughout. Only the winner went 
to the National so Springsteen was 
Last Chance Qualifier-bound. 

The second semi was also a follow- 
the-leader race with Sammy Sweet 
spending all 10 laps out front on his 
Pyramid Builders-sponsored Harley. 
Jeff Johnson, Mickey Fay and Chad 
Felicio kept Sweet honest. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Tim Mertens gambled with rear 
tire choice in the LCQ by using what 
he would runona half mile and mile 
instead of the narrower width Pirelli 
nearly everyone else was running. 
The gamble paid off and Mertens 
took the lead from Springsteen on 
lap six and won. 


Junior National Championship 

Winkie Freitas, the class of the 
Junior field in the TT National with 
top time in qualifying, fast heat win 
and a runaway victory in the National 
completed his total domination with 
the same sweep in the short track 
National. Freitas joins Chris Carr 
and Bubba Shobert as the only Jun- 
iors to put together back-to-back wins 
in the Astrodome. 

Freitas led the 12-lap National from 
the turn of the green starting light 
with Mearl Barnett, heat two race

winner Rusty Rogers, Brad Furlong, 
Curtis Cannon and Keith Gregoire 
close behind. Freitas quickly began 
putting breathing room on the field 
with Rogers — as he had done the 
night before — striking trouble early 
and bobbling his way back to sixth. 

Barnett and Cannon hooked up in 
a duel for second with a similar battle 
for fourth between Gregoire going 
on. Furlong held fifth. 

Freitas never looked back on his 
way to a second easy win. Cannon 
broke free for second in the final laps 
with Barnett barely edging Gregoire 
for third after Rogers crashed out of 
contention on the final lap. 

“I wasn't sure if I could make it 
two wins in a row,” said Freitas, “but 
everything went perfect.” Tuner and 
sponsor Dave Bird was acknowledged 
by Freitas. 


National 

Goss and Jorgensen had been 
intently watching all the races since 
their heat. “I saw what tire and line 
Mertens rode in the Last Chance 
Qualifier and decided that combina- 
tion might just be the one to go 
with,” said Goss. 

“I know I won't be able to ride 
down low,” said Jorgensen as he 
worked on his bike. “It's too slippery 
for the way I’m set up so I hope 
there’s enough cushion up top torun 
and win on.” 

Jorgensen went right up top on the 
start while most of the field decided 
to stay low. Eklund, Shobert and 
Poovey immediately hooked together 
and -were quickly joined by Goss, 
Filice, Hames, Estep, Cornwell and 
Lance Jones. 

By lap five, it appeared Jorgensen 
and Eklund were pulling away from 
the battles behind them. Poovey was 
having his hands full with pressure 
from Goss and lost third on lap 
seven. 

Goss then set his sights on Eklund 
and worked his mid-track line to per- 
fection, moving closer and closer until 
he took second from Eklund on lap 
nine and then began to move on Jor- 
gensen. 

There was plenty of shuffling going 
on mid-pack as Mertens, Parker, Corn- 
well and Pearson were on the move 
while Shobert, Filice and Estep 
slipped backward. 

Jorgensen and Goss traded the lead 
four or five times between laps 12 and 
13, with Goss getting the upper hand 
for good as they started lap 14. Jor- 
gensen held second a distance ahead 
of the confrontations behind him. 
The two would remain 1-2 to the 
finish. 

However, Goss was not totally sure 
he was in complete command and 
uncharacteristically, looked over his 


shoulder. a few times, to check on. 





what was going on behind him. “I 
don't normally. check behind me,” 
said Goss, “but you can't always hear 
a rider coming up on you on your 
right side and I didn't want anyone to 
sneak up on me. I also needed a gauge 
on where Jorgy was to keep my pace 
and rhythm going.” 

In the closing laps, Eklund and 
Poovey moved in on Jorgensen while 
Mertens and Pearson, in their own 
duel, closed the gap on the front- 
runners, Hames had Parker for close 
company while Cornwell held ninth. 

Lap 23'saw Parker drop Hames to 
seventh, and Poovey continue his 
nearly race-long battle with Eklund. 
On the final lap, Poovey stayed right 
on Eklund’s rear tire. Eklund may 
have gotten into turns three/four a 
bit too fast as he slipped just a bit, but 
it was enough for Poovey to scoot 
inside and past at the finsh line for 
third by less than a bikelength. 

“It feels good to win, but it still 
doesn’t make up for the disappoint- 
mentin the TT National where I got 
crashed out before even getting to the 
first turn in the heat,” said Goss. “I 
was ready to do whatever Jorgensen 
did on the track until I watched 
Mertens: in the Last Chance Quali- 
fier. The tire choice was the key, but 
it was still a big gamble. The only 
problem I had was hitting a rut in 
turn three two or three times and get- 
ting a bit out of shape. You couldn't 
see it and it surprised me each time. I 
think this win will give Team Goss/ 
Chandler a big morale boost as well 
as getting the ball rolling.” 

Pioneer Truck Lines’ Jorgensen, 
who would rather let his throttle 
hand and style on the track make a 
statement for him, said, “Maybe I 
was wrong to stay up high on the 
track, but that’s where I felt comfort- 
able and that’s where I could make 
my. bike work.” 

“Tt was a tough race,” said Poovey. 
“Steve (Eklund) and I had a really 
good fight going on and unless he 
made a bobble I wasn’t sure if I would 
be able to get around him. He opened 
the door for me just before the finish 
line and I wasn't about to wait for 
him to close it. I made the Nationals 
both nights and that’s a pretty good 
way to start the season.” e

It was calm behind the bubble, warm and 
still except for the howl of the far-away 
engine and the thump-thump-thump of my 
helmet hitting the gas tank in time with 


every pavement ripple. Stay be- 
hind the bubble, tucked in — 
that’s what makes the differ- 
ence, arms pulled in tight 
against the tank, elbows wedged in 
on top of thighs, neck bent and 
craned to peer out through the plastic 
windscreen — without anything 
sticking up or out and disturbing the 
air flow. 

The corner could be taken flat-out, 
wide-open — just stay tucked in and 
peel off, with a light touch on the 
bars. Stick out a knee or poke up a 
helmet or try to wrestle with the han- 
dlebars and the twitch started, a dis- 
concerting start-of-a-wobble that 
made the rider concentrate on push- 
ing against the bars and controlling 
the oscillation instead of getting on 
with the business of riding fast. 

Riding fast. They had warned us 
against it from the start. This is a test 
session, the engineers and marketing 
men and translators from Suzuki Mo- 
tor Co. said. This is not a race. If you 
want to race, please do so when you 
receive a GSXR750 to test in your 
own country. Don't race here; this 
track already has too much history (a 
reference to the 1981 deaths of sever- 





al-time Endurance World Champion 
Christian Leon and Pops Yoshimu- 
ra's son-in-law Shohei Kato, and a 
string of serious injuries incurred by 
several racers and testers on the un- 
forgiving circuit). We don’t need any 
more history, they told us. Lap times 
don’t matter. 

Yet a glance at the crowd of engi- 
neers and assistants and liason men 
revealed that every other wrist carried 
a built-in-stopwatch Seiko or Citizen 
or Casio timepiece; several hands car- 
ried consecutive-lap stopwatches and 
clipboards. 

And after my first test ride, one of 
the engineers came over and pointed 
out proudly that the GSXR750 was 
already three seconds a lap faster than 
any previous Suzuki streetbike rid- 
den by a journalist at Ryuyo. 

The hospital is closed on Sunday, 
they said the next morning, on the 
second and final day of test rides. 
There is no ambulance, so please 
don’t ride fast. You rode fast yesterday. 

But the watches and clipboards 
were still there, and the engineers 
still pressed up against the barriers 
and leaned forward to look down the 
straightaway at each approaching 
bike.

Which is why I was crawling under 
the paint through the esses, concen- 
trating on being smooth, trying to get 
that Suzuki around the course as fast 
as I could. 

I had no choice. 


The stopwatches were running. 
* * * 


Ryuyo is set out in the rice fields 
along the sea. There’s a stiff wind 
coming in off the ocean and wisps of 
sand often drift across the last turn, a 
third-gear hairpin. In February, day- 
time temperatures hover in the 40° F 
range, and the pavement is slippery. 
It’s a long track, about 3.7 miles, and 
it’s packed right up to the edges of the 


property. 


Which means there isn’t much run- 
off — usually six or eight or maybe 10 
feet and then intoa wall. Huge foam- 
rubber blocks the size of up-ended 
desks are tied to the barriers to cushion 
impacts; in other places the blocks 
are secured to the trunks of trees. 

The track is the site of all Suzuki's 
pavement testing, for motorcycles, cars, 
light trucks and vans. It’s ripply in 
places, and has a very rough, fourth- 
and-fifth-gear left-hand sweeper lead- 
ing onto a back straight, past the pits, 
and into that sixth-gear left and the 


esses beyond. : 
Leon crashed in that rough left- 


hander, went into a stand of trees at 
the edge of the track, and died before 
his first race as a new member of 
Suzuki's endurance team. Kato fell in 
the esses while testing a Formula One 
bike; his crash injuries didn’t kill 
him, but he landed in a pond beyond 
the fence and drowned. 

I had met Leon, and I knew Kato 
from meetings both in Japan and in 
the U.S. And as I pass their crash sites 
on my first lap of the track, I can see 
their faces, their ghosts. 








Thad been on this track once before, 
five years ago, and was having trou- 
ble remembering all the blind corners. 
Leon and Kato kept coming into my 
mind; the admonitions of the engi- 
neers played through my head; I 
winced at remembering the flack and 
criticism that comes with crashing a 
test bike. 

But I could see the stopwatch crys- 
tals flash from the pits as I sailed past 
on the straightaway, tach nudging 
10,000, 10,500, 10,600 rpm, a cross- 
wind moving the GSXR750 over a 
foot, two feet, a crack in the tarmac 
making the bars flinch. 

Bad deal. A dangerous, unfamiliar 
track. A fast, unfamiliar motorcycle. 
And an audience of engineers who 
tend to quantify everything, includ- 
ing judging the expertise of a motor- 
cycle journalist by his lap times. 

Any attempt to ride fast was crazy. 


And necessary. 
* * * 


The intent of Suzuki’s engineers in 
building the GSXR750 is clear. Their 
goal is the fastest 750cc motorcycle in 
the world, and their idea of the best 
way to measure speed is by lap time, 
on a road course. There are other 
ways of defining speed, such as top 
speed, acceleration, handling ability. 
But a lap of the track combines all 
three, they tell a gathering of journal- 
ists from all over the world, so that’s 
the measure they use. 

Look at the specifications: 388 
pounds dry complete with full fair- 
ing, a 56.5-inch wheelbase, an alum- 
inum frame with rake and trail of 26° 
and 4.2 inches, 41mm forks, ‘dual 
11.8-inch front discs with four-piston 
calipers, 2.50 x 18-inch lightweight 
cast aluminum alloy front wheel and 
a3.50 x 18 rear wheel carrying 110/80-18 
and 140/70-18 tires respectively. 
























J 

But the most telling figures con- 
cern the engine. Horsepower: 104.5 
bhp © 10,500 rpm. Torque: 52 Ib.-ft. 
@ 9000 rpm. Bore and stroke: 70 x 
48.7mm for 749cc. Redline: 11,000 
rpm. 

Most radical of all, an interesting 
dual-oiling system, one pumping oil 
to lubricate moving parts, the other 
spraying oil underneath the pistons 
and through the cylinder head to 
carry away heat and lower engine 
temperatures far below those found 
in air-cooled engines, without the 
extra bulk and weight of water-cool- 
ing. A huge aluminum oil cooler fits 
on the frame downtubes, looking 
more like a radiator than oil coolers 
we've seen before. 


'This is an important motorcycle 
for Suzuki, a statement, a demonstra- 
tion of technology, and the demand 
from the company's overseas distri- 
butors has been way beyond expecta- 
tions ever since the bike’s debut at the 
Cologne, West Germany motorcycle 
show last fall. By the time the world's 
journalists had gathered for the intro- 
duction at Hamamatsu, the assembly 
lines were already running wide open. 
In a factory tour the day before the 
first riding session, the writers 
watched GSXR after GSXR pop off 
the assembly line, pass final inspec- 
tion on a rolling road test-stand, and 
be sent down a conveyor to be packed 





for France and Germany due to a 100 
horsepower (PS) limit imposed after 
the introduction of the GS1100 in 
1980 and the GPz1100 in 1981. The 
standard version of the GSXR750 
makes 106 horsepower (PS), or 104.5 
bhp. The French and German ver- 
sions are fitted with intake and ex- 
haust restrictors to meet the lower 
horsepower limit. 

There’s also the chance that the 
latest Suzuki will become a 698cc or 
699cc GSXR700 for the U.S. market, 
to come in underneath the 700cc-and- 
up tariff. Suzuki's marketing men 
listen to the argument, presented by 
an American editor, that the bike 
should enter the U.S. as a full 750cc 

machine, that people will be willing 
to pay a higher retail price for an 
exciting, high-performance 750. 

But although the men from Suzuki 
listen, there’s no indication of what 
the company will actually do. 

* * * 

The bikes are lined up for test 
rides, eight or nine machines per 40- 
minute session, with journalists as- 
signed to numbered motorcycles. I’m 
in the second session, and pace and 
watch as the first group leaves the 
pits and a four-rider race instantly 
develops. The pilots are flagged to a 
halt, then sent out again one-at-a- 
time, with 15-second intervals sepa- 
rating them. An Italian crashes on

in shipping crates. 

There's no doubting the impor- 
tance of the huge American market to 
Suzuki, and that’s why several Amer- 
icans were among the visiting jour- 
nalists, even though Suzuki won’t 
bring the GSXR750 into the U.S. 
prior to next fall. The extra time is 
necessary to allow the engineers to 
make the bike meet EPA and Cali- 
fornia emissions standards, and the 
company won't make a bike that's 
legal in 49 states and not California. 
California is the biggest single sports 
bike market, and the GSXR must be 
ready for all 50 states before it is sent 
to America, the Suzuki men say. 

Getting past the U.S. standards 
will surely require CV carburetors 
and will reduce performance, 
although the engineers aren’t sure 
how much power will be lost. The 
company already has to de-tune bikes 








the second lap, sliding and high- 
siding and breaking his wrist. 

The main Ryuyo straightaway is 
the longest I’ve been on, and the pits 
are maybe 2/3-of-the-way down the 
straight, in the infield. The sound of 
one GSXR750 after another scream- 
ing past, 40 feet away, at full throttle 
in top gear is impressive. These bikes 
don’t sound like the close-to-silent 
production-class machines at local 
road races in the U.S. Instead of a 
whoosh, the noise they make as they 
go by is closer to the sound of air 
being ripped apart and pushed aside 
violently and the exhaust note has an 
authority not often heard; I think it’s 
because the bikes are unusually close 
and are travelling very quickly. 

The session over, the riders come 
in. One American immediately tells an

rake and less triple-clamp offset. A

French rider is waving his hands, 
speaking furiously, shaking his head 
and gesturing. 

All the riders complain about the 
slippery track and look at the tires 
and talk about getting sideways in 
slow corners at both ends of the 
course.

This GSXR is a English model, 
with rectangular, relatively-flat- 
backed mirrors and a two-tone blue 


` with white paint scheme. 


It feels tiny, the footpegs high, the 
clip-on bars low, the gas tank short. 
There isn’t much clearance between 
the front of my helmet and the trail- 
ing edge of the windscreen when I 
tuck in, the bike still on the side- 
stand. It's been refueled and visu- 
ally checked over, but otherwise un- 
touched in the five minutes since the 
first group came in. It starts instantly 
and idles without the tach needle 
moving — the tach starts from 4000 
rpm, just like on a racebike, and the 
tach and speedometer are set into a 
hard-rubber-foam carrier, again like 
on a racebike. 

Itshifts easily, and the clutch action 
is smooth without any grab. The 
engine pulls smoothly, and although 
itaccelerates reasonably well through 
the middle rpm range, it makes its 
best power between 8000 rpm and the 
11,000 rpm redline, starting to pull 
strongly from 7000 and never really 
coming in hard; instead, the tach 
needle simply climbs past the numbers 
faster and faster and faster and faster 
as rpm rises. 

But what's most apparent before 
even that first half-lap is over is that 
this is a twitchy, fast-reacting motor- 

cycle. You want responsiveness? 
You've got it — the slightest muscle 
flex or pavement change or gust of 
wind will make the bike change direc- 
tion or twitch the bars or start a wob- 
ble or all three at once. 

Even with just two fingers on the 
lever, grabbing the front brake lifts 
the rear wheel and the bike snakes 
into a corner, rear tire skimming the 
pavement and locking with the slight- 
est pressure on the rear brake pedal, 
the back end of the bike swaying 
back-and-forth from the steering head. 

Crosswinds and headwinds gust- 
ing on parts of the course make the 
bike feel nervous and send it hunting 
around; it wallows in the tap-the- 
brakes-and-make-one-downshift first 





turn, the rear end moving up and 
down and up in a slow oscillation, 
the handlebars weaving and bobbing. 
Parallel pavement seams make it wob- 
ble, and it doesn’t feel stable in fast 
transitions from side-to-side or up- 
right-to-one-side. 

I have to spend too much time and 
energy and concentration on push- 
ing against the bars, controlling the 
wobbles and weaves. I can’t ride it 
fast, feel clumsy, wonder why I am 
riding around a strange track on a 
cold day and not having any fun at 
all. Even the sight of the tach reach- 
ing 10,600 rpm in sixth gear doesn’t 
elate me — I’m too busy trying to 
hold my course into the wind. 

On the third lap, the bike got com- 
pletely sideways coming off a tight 
right-hander, where the Italian had 
crashed. I'd have to roll on the throt- 
tle more gently.

CRC Amateur Supercross 


Amateurs invade 
Anaheim Stadium

Over 500 amateur riders came to Anaheim to 
test their skills on basically the same track 
that all of the factory stars had raced on the 
night before. Most of the riders found the 


track challenging and the rac- 


ing fun. 

The riders may be pint-sized, 
but the racing was fierce in the 
Pee Wee division. The class was dom- 
inated by eight-year-old Jeff Willoh. 
Yamaha-mounted Willoh led the first 
moto from wire-to-wire, with seven- 
year-old Jason Lentz (Ital) moving 
up to pass hard-charging six-year- 
old Robby Hammond (Yam) for 
second. Six-year-old Chris Wheeler 
(Yam) and five-year-old Kenny 
Homman (Yam) finished fourth and 
fifth. In the second moto, Hammond 
stormed out of the gate in front of 
Willoh, but before the end of the first 
lap Willoh had taken over the lead to 
go on for the overall win. Crossing 
the line behind Willoh was Ham- 
mond, whose 3-2 tally gave him 
second overall. Lentz finished with a 
2-3 score for third, with Wheeler and 
Homman finishing fourth and fifth. 

There were so many riders in the 
125cc Beginner class that they were 
divided into four divisions of quali- 
fying motos. The top five riders in 
each division were then transferred to 
a final 125cc run-off race. The 125cc 
final provided a lot of excitement, 
with five riders battling for positions 
lap after lap. As the gate dropped 
Kevin Yamaguchi (Kaw) jumped to 
the lead, but was quickly overtaken 
by Bradley Beaman (Hon), Steve 
Flanders (Kaw), Joey Cox (Kaw), and 
David Biesiada (Yam). By the second 
lap, Kawasaki-mounted Rick Weaver 
had fought his way through the pack 
from a slow start, landing right in the 
middle of the five-rider battle for first 
place. Lap after lap Beaman held off 
the other four riders. Cox mounted a 
charge on the third lap, but bailed 





over the finish line jump and lost 
several positions. Meanwhile second- 
place rider Flanders tried to sneak by 
Beaman on the inside of the 18- 
wheeler jump, but lost his bid as he 
collided with Beaman. Biesiada was 
waiting, and took advantage of Flan- 
ders’ mistake to move into second. 
Flanders regained his composure and 
went by Biesiada to retake second 
place. While Flanders tried to pres- 
sure the eventual moto winner Bea- 
man into a mistake, Biesiada had his 
hands full holding off Weaver, who 
was pushing him hard for third place. 
The last lap saw some fierce racing, 
but no position changes. The top five 
finishers were Beaman in first, Flan- 
ders second, Biesiada third, Weaver 
fourth, and Cox charging back up to 
finish fifth overall. 

The 125cc Intermediate class was 
dominated by Kawasaki rider Jeff 
Matiasevich. Matiasevich passed Jeff 
Capt (Kaw) over the double jumps to 
take over the lead on the first lap and 
then began to pull away to an easy 
10-second victory over the rest of the 
field. Mercedes Gonzales (Kaw) gated 
next to last, but by lap three had 
fought her way to eighth. Unfortu- 
nately, she clipped a haybale and 
went down hard. She was unhurt, but 
also out of contention in the first 
moto. Matiasevich glided to an easy 
win. Greg Vowell (Kaw) was second, 
Larry Benedict (Kaw) was third, Mike 
Young (Yam) fourth, and Robert 
Hale (Yam) was fifth. The second 
moto saw Matiasevich breeze to 
another easy victory. The race for 
second was very exciting, with five 
riders swapping positions back and 
forth. Young held on to second place 
until the last lap when a determined 
Jeff Capt shot past him to take over 








second. Benedict picked up the pace 
and began pressuring Capt for second, 
but time ran out and he had to settle 
for a third-place finish. Young had 
dropped back to finish fourth, with 
Mercedes Gonzales finishing fifth. 
The overall top five riders were Matia- 
sevich first (1-1). Benedict second (3- 
3), Young third (4-4), Vowell fourth 
(2-8), and fifth going to Capt (9-2). 
The 250cc Beginner final was made 
up of the top six riders from each of 
the three. qualifying divisions. Div- 
ision one riders Jim Peters (Yam) and 
Don Moore (AHK) began their race- 
long battle at the drop of the gate. 
Moore did get a better start than 
Peters, but Peters kept the pressure 
constant until lap four when he was 
able to slip by Moore and take the 
lead. Moore stayed right on Peters’ 
fender, but was unable to pass him 
because of very good defensive rid- 
ing. Bob Dempsey (Yam) rode very 
consistently to finish third overall. 
Scott Chandler (AHK) moved through 
the pack to finish fourth, followed by 
Phil Wurster (Hon) in fifth place. 
Kawasaki pilot Jeff “Chicken” 
Matiasevich continued his winning 
ways as he led the first moto of 250cc 
Intermediates from wire-to-wire. Steve 
Pfaff (Hon) got an excellent start, but 
almost immediately fell victim to 
heavy duty pressure from both Steve 
Piattoni (Hon) and Kevin Brown 
(Hon). Piattoni and Brown pushed 
their Hondas past Pfaff on lap two, 
and continued their combat for the 
rest of the moto. Piattoni was able to 
hold Brown off and finished second. 
Mercedes Gonzales (Kaw) overcame a 
slow start, and began a charge; mov- 
ing from 10th to fourth in the final 
two laps. Pfaff continued to lose 
ground and ended up with a fifth in 
the first moto. Matiasevich gave a 
repeat performance in the second 
moto with another easy win. Yamaha- 
mounted Michael Rehm was run- 
ning second until he was passed by 
another Yamaha rider, Tim Wahl- 
berg. Piattoni began his move to 
challenge Wahlberg and on the fifth 
lap got by him to take over second. 
Brown had come up to try to push 
Piattoni as he had done in the first 
moto, but he could not find a way 
around him. The final results put 
Matiasevich first with his perfect 1-1, 
Piattoni was second witha 2-2, Brown 
third with 3-3, Dennis Hulen fourth 
with a 7-5, and Pfaff fifth with a 5-7. 
Arizona rider Bryan Bruner took 
complete control of the 250cc Pro 
class. The first-moto holeshot went 
to Kawasaki ride Todd Campbell, 
but he promptly bailed and allowed 
the whole field to go by. Bruner came 
off the gate in sixth place, and began 
picking off his competition until he 
took the lead in the fifth lap. Dean 








Welsh (Yam) had inherited the lead 
from Campbell, but Welsh couldn't 
hold off the agressive Oakley/PJ1/ 
KMC/Lance Leathers-sponsored 
Bruner. The top six riders put on 
quite a show with a very close race, 
but when the checkered flag came out 
it was Bruner who was there first. 
Welsh came across second with Lance 
Rieman (Yam) following in third. 
Dennis Parker (Yam) was fourth, and 
Yamaha-mounted David Townsend 
was fifth. Bruner blasted into the lead 
in the second moto and he was not 
seriously challenged for the entire 
race. Second place was held from 
start to finish by Townsend, but the 
race for the next three positions was 
close and very exciting. Welsh was. 
hanging on to third place until lap 
four, when he was passed by Rieman. 
Honda rider Brent Shury moved up 
to pass Welsh also, and then set his 
mark on Rieman. He attempted sev- 
eral passes, but could not pull off a 
successful pass before the moto ended. 
The overall winner was Bruner with 
a 1-1, Rieman was second with a 3-3, 
Townsend third with 5-2, Welsh 
fourth with a 2-5, and Shury in ae 
with a 6-4 score.

Lechien sweeps 
eattle double- 
header

Ron Lechien and his factory Honda were red 
hot inside the Kingdome for the third and 


fourth rounds of the AMA/Miller High Life 
Supercross Series. Lechien was untouchable 


Friday night — despite a second 
moto crash, Lechien easily 
topped both motos. On Satur- 
day night, Lechien split moto 
wins with Team Yamaha's Broc 
Glover. Glover won the first moto 
when Lechien crashed while leading, 
which ruined the Honda rider's 
chance at a four-moto main sweep. 
After two nights of racing, Lechien 
said, “I love it. But I just wish I 
could’ve won all four motos — that 
would've been even better. I came 
close, just about as close as you can 


get. 
20 Temperatures in the mid 30s might 





have hampered spectator attendance 
Friday night — only an estimated 
15,000 fans showed up. Even though 
the Kingdome has a roof, temperatures 
inside ranged from the low to mid 40s. 
However, the cold didn’t seem to 
effect the spectators as much on Sat- 
urday — over 30,000 watched. 
Drama best describes the action 
Saturday night — the long-awaited 
confrontation between Yamaha’s 
Keith Bowen and ‘Team Honda’s Bob 
Hannah finally happened. Hannah, 
who couldn’t even transfer to the 
finals two weeks ago in San Diego, is 
almost back to ‘Hurricane’ strength. 
Friday, Hannah finished sixth over- 





all, and finished fourth overall Sat- 
urday, riding like the Hannah of old. 
Team Kawasaki's Mark Barnett had 
his best ride yet on his new mount 
Saturday. Barnett worked his way up 
to second place in the second moto 
only to have his chain come off one 
turn before the checkered. He had to 
push his bike up a steep hill to the 
flag, while riders flew by him one by 
one. 

Honda's David Bailey had to spec- 
tate Saturday night's racing follow- 
ing injuries he received in a crash in 
the first qualifier Friday. “I jammed 
my finger and broke off a piece of 
bone. It really hurt my confidence 
more than anything.” 

Current 125cc World MX Cham- 
pion Michele Rinaldi, from Belgium, 
made appearances both nights but 
had troubles adapting to supercross 
racing. He and his Suzuki couldn't 
make it to the finals either night. 

The track was run in the same 
direction both nights, unlike last 
year, but it was marred by deep grooves 
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through most of the turns and jumps, 
especially Friday. Some of the grooves 
were engine-case deep. 


Friday: 
250cc qualifiers 

Team Honda’s David Bailey took 
his works RC250 into the lead at the 
start of the first qualifier, closely 
chased by Team Tamm’s Alan King, 
Yamaha rider Mark Murphy, Cana- 
dian National Champion Ross Ped- 
erson and Suzuki's A.J. Whiting. 
Two laps later, Whiting and his 
works Suzuki passed both Pederson 
and Murphy but was a few seconds 
behind King. Bailey, at this point, 
had developed a commanding lead 
and looked to have the win sewn up; 
but, at the halfway mark, Bailey got 
out of shape in one of the deep 
grooves in a right turn. He got hung 
up in the groove, and it pulled him 
off the back of the bike. With his 
stomach on the seat, and his legs 
dragging in the dirt behind, Bailey 
grabbed a handful of throttle and 
looped his Honda. He landed hard 
on his face and gouged his upper lip 
and chin. 

“I really don't know what hap- 
pened,” said Bailey. “I wanted to get 
back on my bike, but I didn’t know 
where I was. It shook me up pretty 
good.” 

This gave the lead to King who 
easily went on to take the win ahead 
of Whiting and Pederson. 

Lechien didn’t have any problems 
winning the second qualifier — he 
stole the holeshot and never looked 
back. Yamaha riders Danny Storbeck, 
Keith Bowen and Eric Eaton followed. 
Bowen shot past Storbeck during the 
first lap but had no chance at catch- 
ing Lechien, who was way out in 
front. At the finish, it was Lechien, 
Bowen, Storbeck and Jo Jo Keller. 

Current supercross champion 
Johnny O'Mara put his factory Honda 
out in front at the start of the third 
qualifier and was heavily pursued by 
factory Kawasaki rider Barnett. 
Yamaha pilot Rodney Smith and 
Suzuki's Scott Burnworth. By the end 
of the second lap, Burnworth had 
slipped past Smith but was a few 
bikelengths behind Barnett. The top 
three riders were fairly spread apart 
for much of the race. Near the end, 
Barnett had an encounter with a deep 
groove and got pitched off his bike, 
losing two positions. Phil Larson, 
riding a 1984 CR250 Honda, chased 
Smith throughout the moto and even- 
tually passed the Yamaha rider near 
the end of the moto. O'Mara easily 
took the win, followed by Burnworth, 
Larson, Smith and Barnett. 

The fourth qualifier featured 
Glover, Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, 
Yamaha's Rick Johnson and Hon- 
da's Bob Hannah. At the start, it was 
Glover getting the jump, while 
Yamaha rider Kenny Keylon, Ward, 
Johnson and Hannah followed. It 
took Ward two laps to get around 
Keylon, which gave Glover a few 
seconds on the pack. Then Johnson 
had a tough time getting around Key- 
lon, but before Johnson could make a 
move, the chain on his Yamaha de- 
railed through one of the whoop sec- 
tions. Johnson managed to re-enter 
the race a few laps down. 

Meanwhile, the battle for the lead 
got tighter between Glover and Ward. 
At the same time, Hannah was hav- 
ing a hard time getting around the 
pesky Keylon. With two laps remain- 
ing, Hannah stuffed the Yamaha 
rider in a turn for the third spot. A lap 
later, Ward pulled alongside of Glover 
in the stutter bumps, then passed 
Glover. Glover stayed close to the 
Kawasaki pilot but couldn't retaliate. 
Ward took the win, followed by 
Glover, Hannah and Keylon. John- 
son finished last. 














There was no doubt Ron Lechien was the fastest rider in Seattle — he 
easily won three out of four mains and is now tied for third in points. 
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Semi-finals 

The first semi-final was all Bar- 
nett's — he led from start to finish, 
while Team Tamm’s Andy Stacy had 
to work hard to finish second. Stacy 
passed Smith and Suzuki's Russ 
Wageman by the fourth lap to transfer 
to the main. 

It wasn’t much of a surprise to see 
Johnson win the second semi-final, 
but he had to work his way up froma 
terrible start. Riding a works Suzuki, 
Erik Kehoe captured the holeshot 
and was followed by Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker, Keylon, Guy Cooper and Jim 
Holley. 

Johnson started making up for his 
poor start in a hurry and had control 
of third by the second lap. During the 
second lap, Breker crashed and 
dropped to the back of the pack. This 
gave second to Keylon, who was now 
pressured hard by Johnson. At the 
halfway point, the three leaders 
threaded their way through traffic, 
but Johnson found a clear line in the 
stutter bumps and passed Keylon. 
With two laps to go, Johnson had 
reeled-in Kehoe and dove inside of 
the Suzuki rider in a turn and took 
over the lead. It was Johnson, Kehoe 
and Keylon at the finish. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Smith, Hicks and Breker were the 
early leaders at the start, then Breker 
started to make his move by passing 
Holley, then Smith by the third lap. 
Breker started to pull away, while a 
fantastic duel for second (the final 
transfer spot) developed between 
Smith and Holley. The two riders 
diced back and forth throughout the 
whole moto — they swapped posi- 
tions 11 times during the eight lap 
race. With less than a lap to go, Smith 
got stuffed into the haybales by Keller, 
who was following fourth. Breker 
took the win ahead of Holley. 


Mains 


As the pack rounded the first turn 
at the start of the first 250cc main, it 
was Lechien on his works Honda out 
in front with Burnworth and Ward 
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hot on his tracks. However, during 
the first laps, Burnworth dropped 
back to fifth, leaving the first four 
positions Lechien, Ward, Glover and 
Breker. Honda riders Hannah and 
O'Mara had bad starts — Hannah 
was 14th, while O'Mara was 17th. 


By the third lap, the top four riders 
became fairly spread apart, while 
Burnworth, Bowen, Johnson, Stor- 
beck, Barnett, Stacy and Keylon were 
bunched up. During the sixth lap of 
the 12-lap race, Lechien got hung up 
in a rut and dropped his mount. He 
quickly picked up his bike and con- 
tinued, but Ward had caught up to 
within inches of Lechien. However, 
Lechien went into overdrive and start- 
ed pulling away from Ward, again. 
Near the end of the race, the top four 
riders were still spread apart: Lechien, 
Glover, Breker, Johnson. Then fol- 
lowed Bowen and Burnworth. 

With two laps to go, Ward got 
stuck in a deep groove and lost four 
positions. At the finish, it was Lech- 
ien, Glover, Breker, Johnson, Bowen, 
Ward, Burnworth and Hannah. 

For the third time of the night, 
Lechien captured the holeshot at the 
beginning of the second main moto. 
Suzuki riders Kehoe and Burnworth 
followed closely, but Kehoe crashed 
before the end of the first lap and 
Glover, who was in fourth, ran into 
him. But Glover came out of it okay 
and had control of second by the start 
of lap two. Burnworth, Johnson, 
Ward, Hannah, Whiting, O'Mara and 
King followed Glover. 

By the third lap, Lechien enjoyed a 
huge lead — about four seconds ahead 
of Glover, who hada few bikelengths 
on Ward. Johnson started to pressure 
Ward, while Hannah was a few sec- 
onds behind Johnson. Soon after, 
Johnson blew by Ward for third, but 
Ward stayed close afterwards. A few 
laps later, Ward retaliated and retook 
third away from Johnson. From this 
point on, things settled down with 
Lechien way out in front, Glover 
second and Ward third. Johnson fol- 


lowed Ward closely in fourth but 
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Bob Hannah (25) and Keith Bowen were back at it again. The two diced for 
the lead during a qualifier Saturday night — Bowen won.

Atthe finish it was Lechien, Glover, 
Ward, Johnson, Hannah, Bowen, 
Burnworth, King, O’Mara and Whit- 
ing. 
125cc Support main 

At the start of the 125cc Support 
main, Kawasaki riders Tyson Voh- 
land and Todd Campbell got the 
jump off the gate. However, Camp- 
bell, who was on the outside, cut 
across the pack and took out Voh- 
land, who was in the center. Camp- 
bell clipped Vohland’s front wheel, 
and Vohland went down hard. Voh- 
land re-entered the race but without a 
front fender and badly bent handle- 
bars. 

As the field rounded the first turn, 
Kawasaki rider Billy Frank had the 
lead followed by Suzuki's Mike Hea- 
ley. In third and fourth were Suzuki's 
Bobby Moore and Kawasaki-mounted 
Bader Manneh. Healey closed ground 
on Frank as the race progressed and 
started looking for a way around 
Frank. The Suzuki rider made a move 
in the stutter bumps, got out of 
shape, almost looped it, but still 
managed to pass Frank. Frank stayed 
close for a couple of laps until he 
dropped his bike in a rut. He saved 
second place, but lost valuable seconds 
to Healey. Healey settled down and 
rode conservatively to the finish to 
take his second 125cc Support win in 
a row. Frank took second ahead of 
Moore. 


Saturday: 
250cc Qualifiers 

Whiting, Holley and King warmed 
things up at the start of the first qua- 
lifier Saturday night with a heated 
battle for the lead throughout the 
moto. Whiting stole the holeshot, 
but Holley and King were in close 
pursuit. Keller followed in fourth. 

During the second lap, Holley 
stuffed his Yamaha inside of Whiting 
in a fast right turn and took the lead. 
However, Whiting stayed close to 
Holley and threatened to pass in 
every turn. King, on the other hand, 
was applying pressure on Whiting, 
while Keller dogged the Team Tamm 
pilot. For the remainder of the race, 
the four were never more than a bike- 
length apart. Holley held for the win, 
ahead of Whiting, King and Keller. 

Kehoe put his factory Suzuki into 
the lead at the start of the second qua- 
lifier just ahead of Breker, Barnett, 
Burnworth and Husqvarna’s Danny 





LaPorte. Kehoe held on to his lead 
for the next two laps, then his front 
wheel washed out in a groove and he 
crashed. This gave the lead to Bar- 
nett, who had just passed his team- 
mate, Breker. At the halfway mark, it 
was Barnett, Breker, Burnworth and 
LaPorte. LaPorte, who hasn't had 
much luck through the first three 
supercross rounds, picked up his pace 
and caught up to Burnworth. But it 
was too late — Barnett took the win 
ahead of Breker, Burnworth and 
LaPorte. 

The third qualifier featured the 
best race of the weekend — a fantastic 
dogfight between Bowen and Han- 
nah. At the start, though, it was 
O'Mara who took the holeshot, but 
he quickly dropped back to fifth after 
getting passed by Lechien. Lechien 
led for three laps before crashing in a 
turn. This gave the lead to Bowen 
who was chased by Hannah. The 
duel started at the halfway mark, 
with Hannah trying to stuff his Hon- 
da under Bowen in the turns, but 
Bowen would just slam the door shut 
on him. However, Hannah didn't 
give up and zapped Bowen in a wide 
turn. The crowd was on its feet as 
Bowen stayed glued to Hannah's rear 
fender. It was Hannah's turn to cut 
off Bowen. With one-and-a-half laps 
to go, Bowen pulled up alongside of 
Hannah in the stutter bumps, used 
the outside line in the following turn 
and passed Hannah back. Hannah 
gave chase during the last lap but 
couldn't get by. O'Mara finished third 
ahead of Clint Hardick and Lechien. 

Glover grabbed the early lead in 
the fourth qualifier and quickly 
gained a few seconds on Johnson. 
Ward was in ninth, then he rammed 
into a downed rider in a rut and 
dropped back to almost last. Glover 
maintained his advantage over John- 
son and Ward at the finish. 


Semi finals 

Lechien easily led from start to fin- 
ish in the first semi-qualifier, but 
most of the action took place for third 
position. With Lechien way out in 
front, Yamaha rider Danny Storbeck 
held firm control of second, while 
Smith, Kenny Keylon and Hardick 
fought over third. During the second 
lap, Smith and Storbeck collided in 
the stutter bumps — Smith went off 
the track while Storbeck crashed and 
got pinned under his Yamaha. Both 
riders re-entered the race but were out 
of contention with the leaders. This

gave third to Stacy, but he was heav- 
ily pursued by Hardick and Keller.

A turn 
before the checkered flag, Larson 
dove underneath Keller and finished 
third behind Lechien and Storbeck. 

Honda rider Eric Hall started the 
second semi with the holeshot and 
led for a lap before crashing in a rut 
and dropping to the back of the pack. 
Pederson resumed the lead, while 
Kehoe settled into second. However, 
two laps later, Kehoe went down 
hard after the finish line jump, Honda 
rider Allen Semar moved into second 
while being pressured by Suzuki pilot 
Scooter Stafford. Pederson went on to 
take the win ahead of Semar and Staf- 
ford. ; 
Last Chance Qualifier 

Smith, Kehoe and Hicks got the 
jump at the start, and Smith and 
Kehoe started to pull away from 
Hicks. Halfway through the moto, 
Kehoe tried to pass Smith through 
the stutter bumps but got sideways, 
clipped a haybale and went over the 
handlebars, while his bike did cart- 
wheels off the wack. Kehoe quickly 
got to his feet but was out for the 
night. Hardick inherited second after 
passing Hicks earlier. But, Hardick 
crashed over some double jumps and 
gave Hicks the final transfer spot of 
the night. Smith easily won. 


Finals 


Once again, Lechien and his Honda 
roosted to the front of the pack at the 
start of the first main with Johnson, 





Burnworth and O'Mara close behind. 
By the end of the first lap, Lechien 
had already developed a sizeable lead 
over Johnson. O’Mara and Breker 
had passed Burnworth, while Ward 
crashed and dropped to the back of 
the pack. A lap later, Johnson bailed 
over a double jump and also fell to 
the rear of the field. As things started 
to settle down by the third lap, the 
top 10 positions were Lechien, 
O'Mara, Glover, Breker, Barnett, 
Holley, Burnworth, Bowen, Storbeck 
and Pederson. 

At the halfway point, Lechien's 
lead had grown to about five seconds 
over Glover, who had already passed 
O'Mara. With three laps to go, Lech- 
ien looked to have things under wraps, 
but he suddenly crashed. “There was 
this big rut,” said Lechien, “and 
when I went through it, rocks were 
getting caught in my brake and would 
make it stick. For about two laps I 
didn't have any rear brakes because 
rocks were getting jammed in there. 
So, I figured I'd better get out of that 
rut, and I tried a different line and 
clipped a haybale which threw me 
down.” 

While Lechien was trying to get 
his bike restarted, Glover motored 
past and took over the lead. Lechien 
recovered in second just ahead of 
O'Mara, Barnett and Bowen. Way 
back in sixth was Hannah. Glover 
didn't have any problems holding on 
to take the win. 

Johnson and Ward managed to 
work their way up to ninth and 13th. 

Burnworth gated the second moto 
perfectly and was rewarded with the 
holeshot; Lechien was second ahead 
of O'Mara, Barnett, Johnson, Whit-

ing, Ward, Glover and Breker. 

However, during the second lap, 
Lechien blew by Burnworth like he 
was standing still. A few laps later, 
Lechien enjoyed a comfortable lead 
followed by O'Mara, Barnett, Whit- 
ing, Ward, Johnson, Glover, Breker 
and Hannah. 

While Lechien was busy running 
away from everybody, Barnett and 
Hannah were busy moving their way 
up to the front. By the second lap, 
Barnett had second, while Hannah 
was back in eighth. Hannah kept on 
the gas until he was in sixth and was 
hounding Johnson. 

With five laps to go, it was Lechien, 
Barnett, Glover, O'Mara, Johnson 
and Hannah leading the way. A lap 
later, Hannah zapped Johnson and 
then reeled in O'Mara. Soon after, 
O'Mara was Hannah's next victim. 
On the last lap, the top four were 
Lechien, Barnett, Glover and Han- 
nah, but all eyes were focused on 
Barnett, who was just inches ahead of 
Glover. After Lechien had already 
crossed the finish line, Barnett and 
Glover headed into the final turn. 
Glover went inside, while Barnett 
went wide: Barnett looked to have the 
better drive coming out of the turn, 
but his Kawasaki came to a sudden 
halt with a thrown chain. Barnett 
jumped off his bike and started push- 
ing it up a steep hill, where the 
checkered flag waited on top. As 
Barnett pushed, Hannah and O'Mara 
motored past. He finally made it to 
the top and claimed fifth. Ward, 
Whiting, Burnworth and Johnson 
finished behind Barnett. 

“The first thing I thought was to 
push it across the line,” said Barnett. 
“That's just the way it goes. It's still a 
long season, and at least it wasn't a 
DNF. I felt real good; everytime I ride 
the bike I get stronger and stronger 
— I’ve got the speed, that’s for sure. A 
few more weeks and I'll be winning.” 

“I felt good going into today’s 
round,” said Lechien, “but when I 
hooked that haybale that knocked me 
down, I hurt my shoulder. That 
kind've of knocked me out of my 
sense. I didn’t know if I was going to 
be able to come back and do it in the 
second one.

The 125cc Support main featured a 
wild race.

training 
program

This and future installments are excerpted from Championship Training, 
featuring Brad Lackey, by Brad’s personal trainer, Dean Miller, and Len Weed. 
All first person comments are by Dean Miller. 

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as much an art form as it is a science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It's part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It’s putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 


something that works better. 


Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted. Differing views, where applicable, will be men- 
tioned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 





Pre-Competition meals 

The pre-game meal really doesn’t 
help performance much. The food 
you eat 24 to 48 hours prior to compe- 
tition provides most of your fuel 
supply. Use the pre-competition meal 
to avoid problems: 


O Eat enough to prevent feeling 
hungry or weak during competi- 
tion. (A nearly empty stomach al- 
lows the diaphragm to expand 
more, an aid to deep breathing.) 

O Finish your pre-game meal at 
least three hours before competi- 
tion. Don'toverload your system. 
You can’t cram last-minute 
energy. 

O Any eating within three hours of 
exertion should be no more than 
light toast or a small glass of 
milk. Avoid eating less than an 
hour before exertion. 

O Avoid a high protein, high fat, 
bulky, spicy meal that will tax 
digestion. 

O Drink enough fluids to prevent 
dehydration. Drinking should 
continue after the pre-game 
meal. 

O Limit refined sugar intake to 
avoid low blood sugar response. 
Sugar concentrates can also upset 
the stomach or cause fatigue to set 
in sooner. Eat fruit instead; its 
fructose content takes longer to 
break down. 

O Reduce roughage. Some author- 
ities suggest eliminating salads 
for two days prior to competition 
to allow greater consumption of 
energy-filled foods. Other author- 
ities feel that salads act as fillers 
for athletes with nervous stom- 
achs. Roughage should definitely 
not be reduced if it affects regu- 
larity. 





O Avoid foods that are more likely 
to cause food poisoning. This list 
includes turkey, gravy, cream, 
and pastry. 

O Eat what you're familiar with. 

D Eat what you think will help you 
better. 

O Consider skipping vitamin and 
mineral supplementation. Some 
studies suggest that niacin may 
inhibit free fatty acids in the 
blood, thus forcing the body to 
burn more carbohydrate fuel. 

O Snack lightly, if at all, during a 
long competition day. Snacks 
should be easily digestible and 
low in sugar and fat content. 
Complex carbohydrates make 
good snacks because they won't 
upset the blood's sugar level or 
retard absorption of body fluids 
from the stomach. Triathletes 
who swim, bicycle and run a mar- 
athon generally favor fruits (such 
as bananas and oranges) and 
grain products (such as whole 
wheat bread or Fig Newtons). 
Their ability to go 10 hours non- 
stop, snacking on the move, dem- 
onstrates that normal eating is 
not necessary on a competition 
day. Fluid intake is more im- 
portant. 


Nutritional manipulation 

Two aspects of carbohydrate 
fueling have attracted considerable re- 
search: improving glycogen storage 
and retarding the burning of glyco- 
gen. Two different loading programs 
have emerged from this research: 

O Glycogen (or carbohydrate) load- 
ing. This increases the body’s 
storage of carbohydrates. 

O Caffeine loading. This manipu- 
lates the body to burn more fat 
and less glycogen. 











Carbohydrate loading 

Carbohydrate loading, at least a 
modified version of the concept first 
developed, is now generally accepted 
for energizing endurance athletes. 

Carbohydrate loading research in 
Sweden in the 1960s indicated that 
the body could store more glycogen 
fuel if its supply was first depleted by 
strenuous exercise and a low carbo- 
hydrate diet and then replenished 
with a high-carbohydrate intake for 
several days before competition. 

A glycogen-depleted body tends to 
overcompensate when a high carbo- 
hydrate diet is resumed, increasing its 
glycogen storage beyond its previous 
level. 

In a controlled study (by scientists 
Per-Olof Astrand and Eric Hultman), 
subjects were tested on stationary 
exercise bicycles. They rode to ex- 
haustion while working at 75 percent 
of their maximum oxygen uptake 
capacity. This stress load, beyond 
aerobic capacity, forced the subjects 
to deplete their glycogen fuel. 

The subjects were placed on the 
three different diets in three day inter- 
vals: 

Normal (50 percent carbohydrate, 
32 percent fat, 18 percent protein). 

High Protein and Fat (55 percent 
protein, 45 percent fat). 

High Carbohydrate (82 percent car- 
bohydrate, 18 percent protein). 


Diet Grams of glycogen per Average minutes 


100 grams of wet tissue until exhaustion 


Normal 1.93 126 
Protein & Fat 0.69 59 
High Carbohydrates 3.70 189 


The study revealed that the high- 
carbohydrate subjects were able to 
store about twice as much glycogen 
fuel and use that fuel to perform 
about 50% longer than subjects on a 
normal diet. The high-carbohydrate 
group lasted about three times longer 
than the protein-and-fat group. 

Original loading programs recom- 
mended a three-day low-carbohydrate 
diet to keep the system deprived fol- 
lowing a strenuous glycogen-deplet- 
ing workout. This was then followed 
by three mild-exercise days on a high- 
carbohydrate diet to replenish and 
increase the glycogen stores. 

This form of carbohydrate loading 
has been used successfully with proper 
supervision. It should not be practiced 
on a regular basis because carbohy- 
drate deprivation is not nutritionally 
desirable. 

In recent years many athletes have 
deleted the three days of low-carbohy- 
drate intake from the program. A 
strenuous workout is still used to 
deplete the stores, but a steady high- 
carbohydrate diet is maintained. The 
athlete reduces his workouts as the 
competition approaches so he doesn’t 
burn his stored glycogen. Research 
has shown that this approach offers 
almost the same glycogen boost while 
eliminating possible problems asso- 











ciated with carbohydrate deprivation. 

It is important to understand that 
the term carbohydrate loading does 
not mean stuffing in extra carbohy- 
drates. Nutritional intake isn’t neces- 
sarily increased, it’s just rearranged. 
Quality carbohydrates (the complex 
type found in vegetables, fruits, and 
grains) should be favored while sugar 
calories are avoided. 

The average body can store about 
350 grams of glycogen. (Approxi- 
mately one-third as liver glycogen, 
with less than five percent as glucose 
in body tissue.) 

This glycogen offers about 1400 
calories (four calories per gram). Run- 
ning ata five-minute-mile pace burns 
about 1200 calories per an hour, buta 
significant portion of that is fat fuel. 
Marathoners tend to deplete glyco- 
gen storage in their legs at about the 
20-mile mark. 

Mild carbohydrate loading should 
be begun at least 48 hours before com- 
petition. Switching toa high-carbohy- 
drate diet the day before competition 
will not offer much advantage. Also 
be aware that carbohydrate loading is 
best suited for athletes who perform 
at least one and a half hours. 


Caffeine loading 

Increasing glycogen storage is one 
way to improve performance. Retard- 
ing the use of glycogen is another. 
Increasing the level of free fatty acids 
in the blood allows the body to con- 
serve its limited glycogen supply by 
burning the extra fat. 

In researching how to preserve gly- 
cogen, Dr. David Costill of Ball State 
University likened the body to a motor 
with two gas tanks containing high 
octane (glycogen) fuel and regular 
(fat) fuel. He searched for a way to 
run the regular fuel longer to save the 
premium. 

His research found that caffeine 
(found in coffee) increases the blood's 
fat level. (Heparin also has the same 
effect.) Two cups of black coffee (or 
one cup, double-strength) taken 30 to 
60 minutes before exertion was found 
effective. 

After publication of an article on 
caffeine loading in a national run- 
ning magazine, Costill later revealed 
(in a professional journal) that he 
had second thoughts about the sub- 
ject. He was concerned that his find- 
ings were considered an endorsement 
of the use of a stimulant to improve 
performance rather than the report- 
ing of physiological research. 

Distance runners, especially mara- 
thoners who deplete their carbohy- 
drate fuel during competition, have 
had promising results with caffeine 
loading. (Research indicates that in- 
creasing caffeine intake above recom- 
mended levels produces negative 
results.) 

Still, many experts are not ready to 
accept caffeine loading without addi- 
tional research.

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One drawback may be the fact that 
caffeine is a stimulant. Some sports 
ban or limit the use of stimulants. 
Caffeine increase metabolism, in- 
creases the resting heart rate, may 
increase blood pressure, tends to con- 
strict blood vessels in the head, and 
reduces appetite. While caffeine does 
quicken nervous/muscle system com- 
munications it also can produce ner- 
vousness. Caffeine may create a reli- 
ance in its users. Caffeine also tends 
to increase urine production which 
contributes to dehydration in hot 
weather. And drinking a hot bever- 
age on a hot day places additional 
demands on the body’s cooling system. 

Caffeine is also found in tea, candy, 
stay-awake pills, and cola soft drinks. 
(The FDA requires a cola identifica- 
tion for any soft drink. containing 
caffeine.) Compared to coffee, tea 
contains about half as much caffeine, 
soft drinks contain about one-third 
as much. 

Caffeine loading does appear to 
offer an edge to a serious endurance 
athlete, but not one that should be 
utilized without considering all the 
factors involved with stimulant use. 


Sugar loading 

Avoid sugar loading before compe- 
tition. Food or drink with a high 
sugar content can provide an energy 
surge about 30 minutes after inges- 
tion, but this is often followed by a 
longer lasting energy drop. 

Sugar intake triggers the release of 
insulin from the pancreas. Insulin 
lowers the sugar content of the diges- 
tive system and also reduces the 
amount of glucose (blood sugar) re- 
leased from the liver. 

This lowering of blood sugar 
(known as rebound hypoglycemia) 
can create the blahs. Symptoms are 
weakness, dizziness, or headache. Re- 
bound hypoglycemia may also trigger 
an urge to eat to correct the lower 
blood sugar condition created — 
paradoxically — by eating sugar. For 
this reason, it's best to avoid quick 
sugars like candy, honey, soft drinks, 
or even athletic drinks (which contain 
glucose) before competition. 

However, once strenuous exertion 
begins, sugar-replacement foods (pre- 
ferably fruit and diluted athletic 
drinks) may be ingested for glucose 
and mineral replacement. 


Athletic diet don'ts 

Smoking: Mounting evidence indi- 
cates that smoking, especially cigarette 
smoking, is harmful to the health. 
One study reports that smoking dou- 
bles the chance of dying before age 65. 
Another study indicates that a physi- 
cally active non-smoker is nine times 
less likely to die of a heart attack than 
a smoker. A one-pack-a-day habit is 
estimated to reduce life expectancy 
seven to 10 years. 

Aside from the health aspects, 
smoking is harmful to athletic condi- 
tioning and performance because of 
its affect on oxygen utilization. One 
study showed that 10-15 puffs on a 
cigarette creates a significant decrease 
in oxygen handling capacity. 

Drugs: While some stimulants do 
provide quick energy, their negatives 
far outweigh any gains. Whatever 
goes up must come down. The am- 
phetamine high which produces 
hyperactivity and, sometimes, aggres- 
sive feelings, is often followed by 
depression. 

Speed impairs the user's judgment, 
but he doesn’t know it. He thinks he's 
performing better, but numerous tests 
indicate the opposite. In particular, 
amphetamines tend to affect the abil- 
ity to make instant decisions. 

Speed users can develop systems 
similar to those of alcoholics. Depen- 
dency. Nerves. Headaches or upset 
stomachs. Increased heart beat, espe- 
cially in hot weather, isanother symp- 





tom, one that can prove fatal. 

The amphetamine user may also 
suffer more serious injuries because 
he is less sensitive to pain. He'll be 
more inclined to continue because 
his body can’t warn him properly. 
Amphetamines also tend to retard 
recovery from injuries. 

Depressants (barbituates) should 
not be used to calm the nerves because 
they depress physical activity. 

Steroids: The use of anobolic ste- 
roids is controversial. Steroids do 
seem to allow quicker recovery after 
maximum stress by accelerating the 
healing process. This allows weight 
exercisers to subject their bodies to 
heavier and more frequent stresses. 
For this reason, many weight lifters, 
body builders, field athletes (such as 
shot putters), and footballers do use 
steroids. 

Steroids also increase water reten- 
tion in the body, allowing the body to 
add bulk quicker. But steroids do not 
increase tendon integrity as they per- 
mit increases in muscle strength. This 
can lead to problems with strains and 
bone fractures. 

Steroids seem to offer little or no 
advantage to an aerobic athlete or 
any athlete who isn’t pushing his 
strength training to the limit. 

Possible dangers attributed to ste- 
roids include liver damage, intestinal 
bleeding, atrophy of the testicles, 
increased heart attack risk, retarda- 
tion of growth in young athletes, 
increased blood pressure, and stimu- 
lation of masculine traits in females. 


Somatrophin: This human growth 
hormone is favored by some athletes 
for muscle building. The athletic 
application of the drug is quite recent. 
Somatropin, which is difficult to 
detect in the body, is not currently 
banned by international athletic or- 
ganization, mainly because there isn't 
sufficient evidence regarding its pos- 
sible negative effects. 

Somatropin, like steroids, should 
be avoided. Only the most serious 
strength athletes should even con- 
sider its usage, and then only with 
proper medical supervision. 


Alcohol: The American Dietetic 
Association does not recommend the 
use of beer, wine, or any alcoholic 
beverage as a source of calories, as a 
muscle relaxant, or as an ergogenic 
(energy producing) aid. Beer and wine 
do contain some carbohydrate energy, 
but alcohol itself offers non-nutri- 
tional calories. 

Alcohol is a depressant of the cen- 
tral nervous system. Its use slows 
reaction time, impairs coordination, 
and increases fatigue. Alcohol can 
also accelerate dehydration, interfere 
with liver glycolysis, and possibly 
cause an irregular heart beat if con- 
sumed before physical exertion. 

Soft drinks: Avoid soft drinks as a 
source of fluids or energy during 
competition, especially on hot days. 
The high sugar content can contrib- 
ute to rebound hypoglycemia. 

Many soft drinks contain caffeine, 
a stimulant which may affect per- 
formance. 

Low calorie soft drinks are often 
high in sodium (salt) which should 
be avoided during exertion, especially 
in hot weather. 

Soft drinks may also contribute to 
muscle cramps in some individuals if 
consumed in hot weather or at high 
altitude. e

More than 500 motorcycles took to the streets 
of Adelanto for the running of the fifth 
annual Adelanto Grand Prix, hosted by the

Racers competed on a seven-

Saturday’s first event was the Senior 
race, which got off to a cold start at 
8:00 a.m. The races began with a Le 
Mans start — bikes lined up along 
one side of the main street and riders 
on the other. It was a sprint to the 
bike, a quick kick, then a drag race 
down the main street, round the corner 
onto the dirt and over the water jump. 

Jim Bringhurst thundered off in 
the lead in the Senior Amateur/Ex- 
pert class and stayed out in front for 
the rest of the four-lap race, opening 
up a sizeable lead on the rest of the 
field. 

“He just kept getting further and 
further away,” said second place fin- 
isher Rick Hall, who followed Bring- 
hurst throughout the race. “I just 
couldn't catch him.” Al Guzman of 
the Invaders, who was third off the 
line, held on for a third place finish at 
the end of the race. 

Bill Misener on a ProTec-prepared 
TT600 led off the start in the Senior 
Novice/Beginner race and held a 
strong lead until mid-way through 
the second loop. “A guy hit me on the 
back straight,” said Misener. “It was 
one of the amateurs that I was trying 
to pass. He took my wheel out from 





under me on the asphalt and I slid 
forever. Then I found I'd jammed the 
shifter in and couldn't get the bike 
out of fifth gear.” 

Misener stopped to re-arrange his 
shifter, letting Ed Denbow and Jim 
Hammon through to fight it out for 
first place. Denbow finished first by a 
narrow margin, covered with mud 
and with very sore eyes. “I thought it 
was great,” he said, “If I could just 
have kept the snow out of my eyes. I 
couldn't wear my goggles — they just 
froze up. But your eyes sure hurt 
without them. Someone went down 
in front of me off the start at the mud 
hole too, and I just ran right over 
him. I couldn’t help it. Then I went 
down as well. What a mess!” 

David Judd, who had also squeaked 
by Misener while he was making 
repairs, held out for a third place 
finish. 

The second race of the day was the 
Unclassified division, which proved to 
be a neck-in-neck battle between 
Kenny Parry’s Yamaha and Randy 
Norman’s Honda, and provided quite 
a show for the growing crowd of 
spectators that had gathered at the 
water jump. Parry held the lead for 
most of the race, but lost it to Nor- 
man over the water jump in the last 
lap. 

“I finally got him on the jump,” 
said Norman, “but then I had to stop 
for gas and he went by. I fueled when 
I was going down the straight riding 
wide open, but I'd still lost enough 
time for him to draw outa bit. Then I 
ran into a tree down there too, which 
didn’t help.” 

Parry, who credited his win to the 
turtle tank on his bike, said he was 
riding in the Unclassifieds to check 
out the course for Sunday’s 250 Expert 
class. “It was a practice ride. I wasn’t 
out to break the bike,” he said. "I'd 
like to thank Granada Yamaha. Their 
help made me finish.” 

Third home in the race was Steve 
Parry, the race winner’s brother. "All 
three of us are Rovers,” he said. 
«First, Second and Third. You could

The sun finally started to break 
through for the third race of the day, 
a special event for members of the 
Old Timer MX Club. It was a wire- 
to-wire race for Bob Dalgren, who 
stretched his lead out to about %-mile 
by the finish. 

Dennis Rosenberg, who was third 
off the start, fought his way into 
second, and built up another %-mile 
lead over third-placed Tom Widick. 
Fourth place finisher and first Novice 
home was Bob Misener. 

The 175cc class was combined with 
the women’s race, for a large split 
start. John Ray took the lead off the 
Amateur/Expert start, with Duane 
Summers on a Cagiva and John 
Braasch on a Kawasaki in hot pur- 
suit. But after holding off the compe- 
tition throughout the race, Ray did 
not appear at the checkered flag. It 
was Summers followed by Braasch, 
with Keith Senn piloting his KTM 
into third place. 

"I'd pass the leader in the rough 
stuff,” said Summers. “The whole 
trick to the back part was to get off the 
trail and just crash through all the 
bushes. You smoke them like that.” 

“But his bike was faster than mine, 
and he was pulling me on the straights 
and getting away,” he said. “I got 
past him at the end when he was 
stopped and pushing. I don’t know 
what happened.” 

Summers rode back on the course 
after the finish to tow Ray in to the 
end of the race. “I ran out of gas,” 
said Ray. “We filled it to the top and I 
figured I wouldn’t need to pit, but I 
was wrong. It was pretty good of him 
to come back and tow me in. It 
would've been a long push.” 

Third-placed Keith Senn came in 
streaming yards of plastic from his 
roll-offs. “My goggles started fog- 
ging up real bad and I couldn’t see 
nothing,” he said. “I took my roll- 
offs off and they must've caught on a 
bush. They started pulling on my 
goggles real bad, and I guess they just 
all unwound.” 

First woman home off the Ama- 
tuer/Expert start was Joanna 
Brownell. 

The Novice/Beginner race in the 
175cc class was a runaway victory for 
14-year-old David Alford on a Kawa- 
saki 125, who led throughout the 
race. Second place went to Bill Craw- 
ford, one of many riders to seize on 
the fast sections of the course. 

The real battle of the race was for 
third place. It started out in the hands 
of woman Novice Toni Marcdante, 
but after a four-lap struggle, was 





taken by Tom Wells on a KTM, with 
David Donoho in fourth place, also 
taking the honors as first Beginner 
home. 

Toni Marcdante went on to take 
first overall in the Novice Women’s 
class. “I got a good start and was 
third over the jump,” she said. “The 
tips of my fingers froze on the first lap 
and hurt so bad — but you can’t stop 
for that.” Second woman Novice home 
was Deana Tomkinson, who was one 
of the riders suffering from asphalt- 
rash at the end of the race. “I fell off 
where the dirt goes onto the pave- 
ment,” she said, “And as I fell, I fell 
forward onto the pavement — right 
into the street. That hurt. Pavement 
is definitely not as soft as dirt when 
you fall.” 

The Vets race had Saturday’s big- 
gest turnout, with about 100 bikes 
lined up on the start. Jim Fishback 
started out in the lead off the Ama- 
teur/Expert start, but seized his Honda 
XR500 on one of the straights and 
finished third overall. 

Fishback’s misfortune let closely- 
following Mike Martin through to 
take the win. “What a jump,” he said 
after the race. “I hit my chin on the 
handlebars going over it the first 
time. That knocks the wind out of 
you.” Martin was followed in by 
Mike Fitzgerald of Desert M.C., who 
was also the first 250 home. “That 
was a tough course — real high speed 
and real bumpy,” he said. “But that's 
the way I like it. The rougher the 
better for me.” 

First Novice home was Bob Alvis 
on a Husky 500. “It was a little cool, 
but it didn't snow during the race, so 
that's OK,” was his only comment. 
Second-placed Novice Steve Evers said 
he loved the pavement straights. “I 
had this thing out at about 110 — it 
felt great,” he said. But no-one was 
more pleased with his finish than the 
third-place finisher, Chuck Lennox. 
“Tve been riding for years and never 
won anything,” he said. “I actually 
led the Novices for two laps before I 
fell. It was scary — I was all by myself 
out in front and I didn’t know what 
to do!” 

Only six riders turned out for the 
last race of the day — the Mini class, 
which was an easy victory for Nicky 
Pounds on a Suzuki. Pounds opened 
up a 5.5-minute lead over second 
placed Tim Warden by the end of the 
race.

The 250 class led off Sunday’s racing 
15 minutes behind schedule, after a 
delay to allow church services near 


Adelanto’s main street to conclude. 
The tussle for the 250 Amateur/Expert 
win featured a determined ride by 
Eric Hallgath, who struggled up 
through the pack to take the win after 
a fall on the pavement in the first turn. 

There was a battle for second place 
too, with Eddie Ogden coming in 
with a finishing spurt to take the flag 
ahead of Nick Young, while two of 
the other top contenders ran out of 
gas on the last loop and had to push 
their bikes in.

Almost 200 amateur-class riders had to endure 
two days of chilly temperatures, a challeng- 
ing race track, and even a few raindrops as 


the Continental Motosport Club (CMC) 


Skoal Bandit Golden State MX 


Nationals reached the fifth 
round of racing at Huron Mo- 
torcycle Park. 

Saturday’s action saw 250cc Inter- 
mediate second division points leader 
Jeff Matiasevich (Kaw) strengthen 
his lead with a 1-1 sweep over class 
rival Jeff Mabery (Kaw), who went 
2-2. On Sunday, Jon “The General” 
Miller (Yam) thrashed the Vet Mas- 
ters in both motos to overtake series 
leader, former 250cc National MX 
Champion Gary Jones (Hus). Up 
until now Jones had won every Vet 





first victory of the series. 

One of the highlights of Saturday’s 
amateur racing was watching Jimmy 
Gaddis taking on the pack in the 80cc 
12-16 Intermediates. The first moto 
had Gaddis in the lead on the first 
lap, with Chris Young (Yam) second 
and Darren Gallagher (Hon) third. 
At the end of the first lap Young was 
in hot pursuit and Gaddis was trying to 
shake him off, but to no avail. Then, 
while going over a double jump, 
Young almost looped out, allowing 
Gallagher to move into second. On 

the white-flag lap, Gaddis rode un- 
challenged, but Gallagher had to 
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moving up fast. On the last lap, 
Swanson passed Gallagher for second 
with the Honda rider taking third. 

The second moto had Gaddis once 
again in the lead, followed by Swan- 
son, Bitner and Tommy Clowers 
(Hon). Gaddis soon opened up a big 
lead, but it was cut down on lap five 
when he experienced a get-off, put- 
ting Swanson within striking dis- 
tance.

When the second moto launched, 
Alan Pierce (Kaw) took the lead, fol- 
lowed by Matiasevich, Pat Sparks 
(Hon) and Mabery. Mabery got by 
Matiasevich to take third, but they 
reversed positions shortly after that. 
A couple of laps later Matiasevich 
was in second and began breathing 
down Pierce's neck for the lead. Half 
a lap later, as they went through a 
sweeper, Matiasevich went into the 
lead. At this point Mabery slipped 
back to sixth behind Frankie Brun- 
dage (Kaw), but he overtook Brun- 
dage and Sparks for third. On the last 
lap, Matiasevich rode conservatively 
to the win with Pierce battling Ma- 
bery for second. On the last turn 
before the finish, Mabery roosted by 
to finally take second, and Pierce 
ended up third. 

Sunday's amateur competition was 
little more than a trail ride for Miller 
as he easily blasted into the lead of the 
Vet Masters both motos. Miller was 
able to handle the doubles and other 
difficult terrain almost as well as the 
young guys, and he finished each 
round with substantial margins. Rid- 
ing in second both rounds was Paul 
Huebert (Yam) who maintained a 
consistent pace all day.

I pit and try to adjust the suspen- 
sion. I'm told that the suspension is 
set on maximum settings; it's clear 
that the technicians aren't interested 
in making changes. I look at the front 
forks and see that the anti-dive (of 
sorts) is set on position #1. I turn each 
side up to position #3, and go out 
again. The bike doesn’t seem any bet- 
ter, although I have less trouble lift- 
ing and locking the rear wheel into 
hard-braking corners — and that may 
be because I’ve adapted to the front 
brakes. 

* * * 

The mood in the pits is a mixture 
of surprise and disappointment, the 
strength of the reaction seeming to 
depend upon which bike any given 
rider had. Matt Oxley of England's 
Motorcycle News finished second in 
the 1984 LeMans 24-hour in France; 
he thinks the GSXR's suspension is 
simply too soft and advocates increas- 
ing preload at both ends. He convin- 
ces the technicians to allow him to do 
so, goes out for another session, and 
says it helped. 

An Italian who watched me wob- 
ble past in the first turn comes up to 
me with wide eyes and describes with 
both hands what the bike I rode was 
doing. His was the same, he said, and 
it was sideways every time he tried to 
accelerate off a corner. The instant 
the pegs touched the ground, his bike 
slid. That surprised me, because my 
bike never came close to dragging the 
pegs, but many of the Europeans, 
this Italian included, didn’t hang off 
in corners. 

My next session had me scheduled 
for a Canadian model, with round, 
streamlined-mirrors and black-and- 
red paint. Several engineers had asked 
me how I liked the first bike, and I 
think they read more in my face than 
I said in my words. Mr. Yokouchi, 
the top man on the scene, immediately 
examined the bike I was to ride and 
declared that I must wait for new tires 
to be installed. No way did I want to 
be scuffing-in new street tires on the 
frigid pavement, I said. Don’t change 
the tires. 

No, replied Yokouchi. We must 
replace the tires. You must wait. 

I waited. 

“** 

It takes 15 minutes for the bike to 
reappear in the pits with new tires 
mounted front and rear. They’re al- 
ready lightly scrubbed-in; Suzuki test- 
ers must have pre-scrubbed a bunch 
of tires mounted on spare wheels. 

I knew before I was through the 
first corner that this motorcycle was 
nothing like the last. It was stable, 
ran straight, didn't wobble. On the 
straightaway it pulled right up to 
11,000 rpm in sixth gear on every lap, 
indicating 245 kph (152 mph) at a 
calculated 147 mph (radar set up 
part-way down the straight caught 
the bike at 138 mph, I'd be told later). 

The bike still demanded a light 
touch and went through the fast left 
past the pits best when I stayed under 
the bubble and worked on being 
smooth. But with this one, the penalty 
for an abrupt move or wayward knee 
in the windstream was a quick twitch, 
not a series of twitches and wobbles, 
and the bike felt much more solid. 

And entering the first turn at the 
end of the giant straight, sitting up 
and braking and downshifting and 
then driving through the corner, the 
bike didn’t wobble or wallow and the 
rear end didn’t oscillate up and down. 

Without wobbles to worry about, I 
could pay attention to how the bike 
worked getting into and out of cor- 
ners. Cornering clearance was fan- 
tastic, stability under either trailing 








throttle or steady throttle to the apex 
was excellent, in smooth and bumpy 
turns alike. 

This motorcycle was forgiving and 
friendly, and bit by bit I eased into 
riding it harder and harder. The 
seams in the straight didn’t cause 
problems, and the cross and head- 
winds hit the bike without making 
the bars flutter. 

I rode another one in the final day's 
test sessions, a French model with 
used tires, and it was almost as good 
as the Canadian one with new tires. 
The other magazine guys reported 
that all the bikes were good that day. 

I could feel the rear tire slip and 
start to chatter a little in fast, trailing- 
throttle turns, especially those enter- 
ing tighter sections of the esses. But I 
wasn’t getting sideways off corners; 
no doubt warmer temperatures and a 
full day’s traffic around the course 
had improved traction. 

The brakes faded slightly and 
hadn’t the day before, probably be- 
cause a 90° chicane was added to a fast 
ess section after two riders — an 
American and a Belgian — fell one- 
after-another. 

I sat up and made a lap at street 
speeds, and quickly was chilled to the 
core by the cold blast of air hitting my 
helmet at 100 kph (62 mph). Back 
under the bubble, it was warm — 
which may mean that a GSXR750 
rider will be warmer than he wants to 
be on a hot summer day! 

*** 

The big question was what was 
done to make the bikes work better, 
and why some worked better than 
others, especially on the first day of 
riding. 

There were several theories, none 
conclusive. The Suzuki engineers said 
that all the suspension settings had 
been returned to standard after journ- 
alists had played with them the first 
day, and that solved the problem. 

Which couldn't be, since the first 
bike I rode was the worst, and no 
suspension adjustments had been 
made before I rode it. 

Graeme Crosby, present for the 
introduction, said that an engineer 
told him in confidence that part of 
Suzuki's internal design requirements 
for all models was rock-steady handle- 
bars when the rider takes his hands 
off at about 40 mph; and that the 
profile and tire construction required 
to ensure that characteristic was not 
good for high-speed stability. 

I could almost believe that; I knew 
that rounder-profile tires made a stock 
GS1100 I used to race wobble in high- 
speed turns even though those parti- 
cular tires gave the best traction for 
accelerating out of corners. 

But that still didn't explain why 
some bikes were better than others on 
the first day of riding. 

Pops Yoshimura said that the en- 
gineers had set the bikes up to work 
best for what they theorized was the 
average weight of a westerner, as 
compared to the average weight of 
Suzuki's Japanese test riders. Nobody 
had actually tested the theoretical 
settings, he told me, and on Saturday 
night they put everything back to the 
settings their testers had found to be 
best. 

Which didn’t explain why the bikes 
felt too soft to start with, nor why 
some worked better than others. 

“Can you make same baby?” Pops 
asked me when I wondered about 
that. “I have three babies and all are 
different.” 

He pointed to the GSXR750s lined 
up in the pits. “Same thing with 
these bikes.”’ 

Which is probably as close as I'll 
ever get to knowing the truth. e 
“* *

The opening round of the 
American Road Racing Asso- 
ciation’s 1985 season showed 
northern California’s Scott 
Gray taking top honors, winning 
every class he entered on a pair of new 
Yamahas.

Gray and Roloff fought again in 


the 600cc Modified Production, both. 


on FJ600s. Roloff led the first lap, 
Gray took over from there and ran 
away with the victory. 

In the Open Modified Production 
Jim Williams/Kosman/EDCO/Frank 
Thomas Boots/ND-sponsored Gray 
and Miami, Florida’s John Ashmead, 
on Ontario Moto Tech’s VF1000F, 
diced in the first lap, and then Gray 
had an exciting experience. As Ash- 
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mead led down the front straight, he 


lost a plug wire, with Gray drafting 
him. “I almost went right up his 
tailpipe when he just stopped on the 
front straight,” said Gray. Ashmead 
pulled off the track and out of the 
race. The race was then between Gray 
and Kopecky. Gray wanted the win 
too badly; Kopecky had to settle for 
the second place trophy. The closest 
conflict was for third between Curtis 
Adams and class champion Craig 
Huber, who fought so fiercely that 
Adams finally crashed in turn one on 
the last lap. 

Kopecky led the first three laps of 
the Formula One race, with Roloff 
whizzing by in the turn-two sweeper 
on the third lap. Roloff led the way 
to the checkers, followed by TZ250- 
mounted John Glover anda dogfight 
for third between Ashmead, Bimota- 
mounted Dave Zirkle and Ducati 
pilot John Williams, At the flag it 
was Roloff out front, with Ashmead 
and his big Honda motoring past 
Glover for second. 

Ashmead, Zirkle and Kopecky de- 
cided the Open Superstreet honors 


amongst themselves; Ashmead was ~ 


able to squeak out a lead to win it.

Seventy riders braved arctic temper- 
atures, snow, ice and cold winds to 
compete in round six of the AMA 
northwest Winter Series and the larg- 
est class of the day was the 125cc C 
field. Bryan Summerlin (Yam) rode 
amazingly well to win the first moto 
convincingly over Jerry Aicher (Yam) 
and Dennis McConnell (Kaw). The 
second time out had Summerlin shoot 
into the lead over Aicher, but McCon- 
nell went inside to take the number 
one spot — only to crash shortly 
thereafter.

Suzuki-mounted Rick Beck 
worked his way through a pack 
of crashed competitors to take 
the win in the 125cc main event 
at Medford 's Expo Park Supercross at 
the beef barn.

Open Stock battles with De Baca, 
Kirkland, North, Tommy Lee, and 
West trailing on round one. Round 
two found Ashby, North, Kirkland, 
Colin Edwards, and West lining up 
behind Bowden. 

North led the start of the first 80cc 
Modified moto but it was short-lived 
when Ashby grabbed the reins on lap 
two. Ashby led for three but Bowden 
bounded into the lead before the 
white flag waved, and raced on to the 
checkers. Lining up in second and 
third were De Baca and North. 

The second moto was Bowden’s all 
the way. Taking control at the start 
and leading all the laps, Bowden 
stacked North, Edwards, Ashby, De 
Baca, and Lee at the finish. 

Team Green rider Jack Ricks turned 
in a pair of doubles to claim 80cc 
Intermediate Stock and 80cc Inter- 
mediate Modified honors. Ricks, rid- 
ing an '84 stock bike, upstaged the 
combined Intermediate Expert fields 
by consistently clearing turn one with 
the pack at his back. However, his 
holeshot heroics would soon give 
way to the expertise of fellow Team 
Green rider Jason Langford. 

Ricks ran well with the Experts 
and clobbered his Intermediate com- 
petition. In the 80cc Stock class, Cliff 
Donnelly challenged from second 
place after overtaking Travis Motley 
on lap three. Fourth through sixth 
were Shane Kuehler, Scott Finken- 
steadt, and Brent Peterson. 

Round one of the 80cc Interme- 
diate Open Modifieds found Don- 
nelly again in pursuit of a hard 
charging Ricks. Finkensteadt, with a 
fine ride, charged from last place on 
the first lap to ultimately finish third. 
Motley and Kuehler, and Peterson 
filled the top five. 

In the second contest Finkensteadt 
got a good gate and was Ricks’ closest 
competitor. Donnelly was third with 
Peterson fourth. At the flag Ricks 
was perfect on the day, as Finken- 
steadt outdid Donnelly for second 
place in moto and overall. Motley, 
Kuehler, and Peterson repeated the 
second set. .
